1. Short Title and Commencement : 

(a) This Scheme may be called thi Scheme 
for allot, ing time slots on the Metro Chan¬ 
nels of Doordarshan and All India Radio; 

(b) It shall come into force with immediate 
effect. 

2. Definitions : 

In this Scheme, unless the context otherwise re¬ 
quires— 

(i) ‘Channel’ means Television or F. M. Radio 
Channel in metropolitan cities of Delhi, 

Bombay, Madras and Calcutta. 

(ii) ‘President’ means President of Iiidia. 

(iii) ‘Government’ means Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion and Eoradcasting of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. 

(iv) ‘Council’ means Broadcasting Cduncil of . 

India. j 

(v) ‘Chairman means Chairman of tie Broad¬ 
casting Council of India. 

(vi) ‘Member’ means Member of tlie Broad¬ 
casting Council. 

3. Broadcasting Council 

There shall be a Broadcasting Council <iomprising 
a Chairman and eight other members which shall 
be appointed by fhe Government by issue! of noti¬ 
fication in the Official Gazette. The Chair;nan snail 
be a person of stature and eminence. Of the other 
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members, Direc'or General, DoordarshanlAli India 
Radio, Enginccr-in-Chief, Doordarshan]A’l India 
Radio 1 *' and a representative of Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion and Broadcasting will be ex-official members. 
Other members, shall be drawn from amongst media 
persons, authors, playwrights, performing ar'ists and 
film personalities of stature and eminence with 
knowledge and expertise of electronic media. 

("'‘Note : When ma ters relating to Doordarshnn are 
being deliberated, DG: Doordarshnn and 
Engineer-in-Chief, Doordarshnn would be 
members'.

4. Tenute of the Council ; 

The Council shall have a tenure of 3 years from 
the date of its formation or till a new Council is 
appointed Vacancies of Chairman and die members 
shall be filled up only for the unexpired part of the 
tenure of the Council. 

5. Terms and Conditions of members : 

Chairman and members either than ex-officio 
members will be paid travelling and daily allowance 
as applicable to members of the high-powered com¬ 
mittees as laid down by the Central Government 
from time to time. 

Ci. (i) Functions of the Council : 

The Council shall perform the following func¬ 
tions : 

(a) Invite applications by issue of public 
notice from individuals who should be 
citizens of India (companies with majority 
Indian shareholding'partnership firms all of 
whose parlncrs should be citizens of India 
for the purpose of allotment of time slots’ 
on the televisionhadio channels. 

(b) Issue licence and allocate suitable time ski's 
tor the programmes on the channels of 
A IRjDoo rdarshan. 

(c) Review the programmes telecast (broadcast 
by the licensees. 

(d) Consider, decide and take action for sus- 
pensioiTrevucation of licence. 

(el Decide the quality parameters for the 
programmes on the channels. 

(f) Act as the forum for redrersa’ of eomp- 
laints[grievances in respect of the prog¬ 
rammes telecast broadcast by the licensees 
under this Scheme. 

b. (ii) Directions by the Gc)vcmment ; 

Government will have the power to issue direc¬ 
tion;. and lay dawn palmy guidelines in respect of 
this Scheme from time to time and ffie Council shall 
be amenable to such directions and guidelines. 


7. Eligibility Criteria lor Licensees ;—The pro¬ 
ducers interesxd in obtaining a licence under this 
Scheme should meet the following criteria — 

(a) Should be a citizen of India (for indivi¬ 
duals) tcompany with majority Indian share- 
lioldingipartnership firm all of whose part¬ 
ners are citizens of India. 

fb) Should- not hare been declared as insolv¬ 
ent or convicted in a criminal case. 

(c) Should produce sufficient evidence of 
sound financial standing. 

Cd) Must confirm in writing, willingness to 
abide by the guidelines spelt out in this 
Scheme. 

(c) Should furnish a written undertaking \> 
conform to all the conditions specified in 
the licence or any subsequent directive of 
the Council or Government. 

(f) Applicants interested in news,news related 
programmes must not be owning any news¬ 
paper! magazine ' n circulation in the area 
covered by the channel for which applica¬ 
tion is made. 

(g) Applicants should have proven track-record 
in producing television'radio programmes, 
feature films, video films, video magazines, 
documentaries etc. 

S. Application for licence : 

Tile Council shall invite applications from parties 
desirous of allotment of time slots on the second 
channel by giving a public notice at appropriate inter- 
uils. Such applicants shall pay a sum B? Rs. 1000 
as processing fee. 

9. Allocation of time slots : 

The Government shall indicate from time to time 
to the Council the availability of time slots on the 
relovant channel for the purpose of this Scheme, 
The Council shah afiuca'o to ilie successful applic¬ 
ants the appropria'e time ‘dob on relevant channels. 
The Council shall over-ve through AIR|Doordarshan 
the adherence to the stipulated technical parameters 
for ensuring national radio frequency management. 

10. Guidelines governing file programmes put out 
under this Scheme . 

(i) The programmes shall not violate the AIR 
Broadcast Code which prohibits the follow¬ 
ing : 

(1) Criticism of friendly countries; 

(2‘) Attack on religious or communities, 

(3) Anything obscene or defamatory; 

(4) Incitement 'o violence or anything aga¬ 
in-! maimenancc o' law & order; 

(ri) Anything ; nu.urmm: to contempt of 
court; 
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(6) Aspersions against the integrity of the 
President and Judiciary; 

(7) Anything alTcclinn the in'egrity of the 
Nation; and, 

(S) Criticism by mime of any person. 

(ii) The licensee will fully conform to the ad¬ 
vertisement code which, are applicable to 
All India Radio and Doordarshan and to 
future modifications therein 

(iii) The programme shttll confront /to the 
provisions of Section 5 (B) of the Cine¬ 
matograph Aot, 1952 and guidelines 
issued thereunder 1‘or film certification by 
the Government from time to time. 

tiv) The programmes should not infringe the 
provisions of the Copyright Act. 

(v) The channel must carry at least for twenty 
per cent of its broadcasting time, prog¬ 
rammes considered by the Council to be 
socially relevant and necessary for deve¬ 
lopmental purposes. 

(vi) The channel shall carry suefi programmes 
of importance to the Nation as may be 
diretced by the Government from time to 
time.

(vii) The programmes broadcast by the channel 
should not be the means for furtherance 
of the interests of any political party. 

(viii). During election time, in respect of broad¬ 
cast by or about political parties, the cha- 
ncl shall conform tc the guidelines issued 
by the Election Commission of India.

priate corrective action if the complaint 
is sustained. The Council may direct the 
licensee to, broadcast its findings md if 
necessary, take action to suspend I revoke 
the licence. 


13. Suspension!Revocation of Licence : 

The Council may on repeated infringement of 
the guidelines for programmes by Die lic¬ 
ensees, or on account of the non-compli¬ 
ance with the conditions specified in the 
licence, suspend or revoke the said licence. 
However, unless immediate suspension j 
revocation of the licence is considered 
essential in public interest, the licensee 
shall be mfotmed in writing about (he in¬ 
fringement of the programme guidelines| 
conditions of the licence, and given 15 
days time to furnish, his explanation.
